DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the arrangement of 
claim 4 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter 
should be entered.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
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The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over UK 
2,300,145. Applicant claims a roller and blade combination for a compass saw wherein 
the saw blade has a 7 degree taper and the wheel has a groove with a 5 degree taper. 
The UK reference shows a grooved roller with a groove having two tapers and a blade 
that is apparently tapered. The exact angles of the tapered groove and the tapered 
blade apparently are not critical since the device would work with various angles. Thus . 
it would have been an obvious matter of design choice for an artisan to pick a 7 degree 
taper for the blade and a 5 degree taper for the groove. Regarding claim 2 the method 
of making the blade would not appear to add any structural limitations to the claimed 
material. The dimensions of claims 6-7 seem to be within design norms as with the 
above mentioned dimensions in that their particular choice would create no new of 
unobvious results. They would therefor be obvious to an artisan.
